The evil of permitting low grade 
cotton to be tenderable on contracts 
and by this meang having 10 percent 
of a cotton crop used as a sledge ham- 
mer to beat down the price of a whole 
crop, was explained to the committee. 

The injustice of the “fixed difference” 
system, which makes the future market 
unresponsive to changes in the spot 
market, were dweit upon. In this con- 
nection the report of Herbert Knox 
Smith, commissioner of corporations, 
of the department of commerce and 
labor, showing the harm that this cus- 
tom had caused and the unjust and 
gave to the 
professional exchange trader, was ad- 
verted to frequently. 

Attitude of Cotton Mills. 

The statement of Mr. Parker, who 
appeared before the committee as a 
representative of southern cotton 
milis, showed that the milling inter- 
ests, both here and abroad, are willing 
to take their chances on a marfet 
which responds automatically to the 
law of supply and demand. Spinners, 
he said, did not object to paying rea- 
sonable and fair prices. What they 
did object to, he said, was the sudden, 
violent and unreasonable fluctuations 
in prices resulting from manipulations 
of exchange gamblers. 

“The Liverpool spinner stands with 
the American spinner on this ques- 
tion,” he said. He said he believed 
the effect of future transactions was 
to depress prices; that the farmers 
rarely received the*advantage of sen- 
sational upward movements in price 
since these advances came in March 
and May, instead of October and De- 
cember; that the custom of permitting 
low gradé, rotten and wunspinnable 
cotton to be delivered on contracts, se- 
riously interfered with the hedging 
function of exchanges, which was its 
only legitimate function. 

“If we could do away with the New 
York cotton exchange, would not al] 
the business now done there be trans- 
ferred to the Liverpool exchange?’ 
asked Leopold Mendelbaum. 

“If there were no exchanges in this 
country we could very soon, by inter- 
national agreement, have the Liverpool 
exchange suspend operation,” answer- 
ed Mr. Parker.

In some of 
materials, he said, only a binder 
needed to make the crushed product 
a perfect road dressing. 

In the coastal plain regions it was 
shown that satisfactory results have 
been obtained by the use of both lime- 
stone and oyster shells. The most log- 
ical road for this section, 
is the sand-clay road. In many sec- 
tions in south Georgia, the speaker 
said, a mixture of sand and clay in 
almost perfect proportions 
building is found in great quantities. 

Professor Strahan Heard. 

Professor Strahan, in charge of the 
engineering department of the Uni- 
versity 6f Georgia, made the point 
that there is a difference between good 
roads and efficient roads. An efficient 
road, he said, is one that will stand 
up under the strain put upon it under 
all conditions. The efficiency 
road, he said, is measured by the time 
required for transportation of both 
light and heavy loads. 

The quality of the surface, he point- 
ed out, is the greatest factor in de- 
termining the time-efficiency of any 
road. He went further, and said that 
surfacing is the most important part 
of a properly constructed road. It is 
second to not even grading or distance, 
he said. 

He also stressed the point that the 
principle of concentrating work on a 
few miles of road instead of a greater 
number, must be adhered to if best 
results are to be obtained. Every 
mile of road constructed, he said, 
should be built for all times. A com- 
petent engineer, hé said, should be 
employed in every county. He can 
be of inestimable valeu to the county, 
in the speaker's opinion. : 

Government Expert Speaks. 

S. W. Keller, superintendent of road 
construction of the federal govern- 
ment, the next speaker, dealt largely 
with the sand-clay road as being par- 
ticularly well adapted to the entire 
state as a whole. 

He said that ready-mixed sand-clay, 
to be found in many sections, is supe- 
rior to any artificial mixture, as it is 
more evenly mixed. Ordinary roads, 
he advised, should be graded to a 
width of 30 feet, of which at least 16 
feet is to be surfaced. The road should 
be rolled before surfacing. 

In speaking of the sand-clay mate- 
rials, Mr. Kellar stated that there 
should be three parts of clay to one 
of sand. Here the speaker stressed 
the importance of using material to be 
found at hand instead of buying it 
elsewhere. 

Cc. C. Buchanan, of Ware county, 
spoke of the proper keeping of road 
building accounts. He went thoroughly 
into the subject, showing the workings 
of the system now in use in Ware and 
many other counties in south Georgia. 
He showed the necessity of correctly 
kept accounts if the county officials 
are to know how much certain classes 
of road are costing them. Mr. Buchanan 
made a most favorable impression on 
all present. 

During the evening session Mr. 
Wilkes, of Richmond, made a highly 
interesting talk, in which he made the 
point that the progress of the times 
demanded good highways everywhere, 
and expressed confidence in Georgia’s 
ability and willingness to meet. this

MRS. MORSE IS CERTAIN 
HUSBAND WILL BE FREED 


“It's the work of my life, and I 
shall overlook nothing in my efforts to 
secure the release of Mr. Morse from 
the cruel sentence imposed upon him, 
and which he is so heroically enduring 
at the federal prison here,” remarked 
Mrs. Charles W. Morse, at the Piedmont 
yesterday. 

‘“T have received so many assurances 
of help that I almost feel as though I 
could predict an early realization of 
hopes. But whether the reali- 
comes sooner or later, it 

to come. The mere the 
case is studied the more satisfied 
become all who have promised aid 
that the sentence was not only unjust, 
but cruél. And that conclusion makes 
more energetic the work of his sup- 
porters, and supporters, if I may be al- 
lowed to use that expression, are grow- 
ing every day. 

“So far nothing has been done touch- 

ing the legal status,” she said, “since 
Mr. Morse .reached Atlanta. True, it is 
that his attorneys have done what they 
deemed advisable in the case, but 
what they have done has not been re- 
vealed to me, and I am almost as ig- 
norant as an outsider. 
‘Mr. Littleton will reach Atlanta 
about the 20th of the month, and 
through him the public will be ad- 
vised of all legal action that may fol- 
low. So far Mr. Littleton has not ad- 
vised even me what he contemplates, 
ard I don’t care to know, as we have 
the most abundant confidence in him. 
Mrs. Morse will leave Atlanta this 
afternoon for New York, and says that 
she does not know when she will come 
back. 

“T have been advised through the 
papers,” said Mrs. Morse, “that Mr. 
Morse has been conducting business 
from the prison. There is no truth 
whatever in that, and the mere as-| 
sertion is one more of the cruel stabs 
thrown at my husband since he has 
been rendered harmless to his foes. Oh, 
those foes! They have said things 
about Mr. Morse since he came to At- 
lanta they would not dare say if he 
were at liberty. But it’s a great satis- 
faction to me, to Mr. Morse and to his 
sons to know there is no truth in a 
single one. The prison rules forbid 
any of its inmates from transacting 
business such as the stories printed

AISER WANTED 
TO TAKE HOLLANE 


German Emperor Threat- 
ened Its Seizure. 


Kaiser Was Irritated Because 
Holland Did Not Put Herself 
in State of Defense Against 
England ---- Heckeren Brings 
Matter Up. 


The Hague, February 9.—The here- 
tofore veiled reports that Emperor 
William at one time threatened to oc- 
cupy Holland unless this country was 
placed in a state of defense against 
the possible descent of the English, 
were given a more definite form in 
the first chamber of the states gen- 
eral this afternoon during a. discus- 
sion of the foreign office estimates for 
the year. 

Baron von Heckeren urgently de- 
manded that steps be taken to secure 
@ guarantee of the integrity of the 
Netherlands in the event of trouble 
and Great Britain, 
and gave as a reason for such a ne- 
cessity that a neighboring sovereign 
intimated a few years ago that he 
would be obliged to have Dutch ter- 
ritory occupied if Holland did not 
place herself in an adequate state of 
defénse against Great Britain.

Will be Carried by Rivers 
and Harbors Bill. 


Measure Virtually Completed 
and Will Be Reported to the 
House Today --- Deep Water- 
way Project to Be Looked 
Into. 


Washington, February 9.—The rivers 
and harbors appropriations bill, carry- 
ing an aggregate of $40,000,000 as an 
annual budget, aside from pwospective 
ultimate expenditures of some hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in coming 
years, was virtually completed tonight 
by the house committee on rivers and 


harbors. 
Bill Will Be Reported Today. 

The committee was in session all 
day in an effort to press the matter to 
a conclusion, and when the committee 
adjourned all that was left were a few 
minor matters which Chairman Alex- 
ander was vested with discretion to 
adjust. The bill will be reported to 
the house tomorrow afternoon, and if 
Chairman Alexander's expectations are 
realized, will be taken up by the house 


on Friday. 
Conspicuous among the large pro- 
jects previded for in the bill are the 


following: 

Improving the upper Mississippi 
river, all north of St. Louis, $2,000,000; 
from St. Louis to Cairo, $500,000, in ad- 
dition to the $250,000 carried in the 
sundry civil appropriatio bill; from 
Cairo to New Orleans, $2,000,000, In ad- 
dition to the $2,000,000 carried in the 
sundry civil appropriation bill. 

For the Ohio river, $1,000,000 im- 
mediately and $2,500,000 in continuing 
contracts. 

There are numerous minor projects. 


Notable Featare of Bill. 


A notable feature of the bill is the 
vesting of authority in the secretary 
of war to appoint a board of five mem- 
bers to be composed of four engineer 
officers of the army and one civil en- 
gineer, taken from civil life, to co- 


securing a suitable waterway in con- 
junction with the development of 
water power by Illinois between Lock- 
port and Utica, for which Illinois has 
already authorized an appropriation of 
$20,000,000.

Council Committee Agrees 
to Make Favorable Re- 
port on Petition. 


The street committee of the genera! 
council met yesterday afternoon. to 
consider a petition of the street car 
company to build new connecting lines 
and extensions.

Seventeenth regiment, infantry, sta- 
tioned, there to be inoculated with 
typhus serum, which medical officers 
of the British army declare is proof 
axainst typhoid fever. Similar demon- 
strations have been in progress in the 
department of the gulf for the past 
year and have proven highly success- 
ful. 

The typhus germs are killed with 
heat and then an operation very simi- 
lar to the present, every-day vacci- 
nation takes place, the volunteer pa- 
tients being inoculated with the se- 
rum. The process is quite lengthy. 


There is a vaccination and an inter- 
mission of ten days, a second vaccina- 
tion, then a second wait and then a 
third vaccination. 

In this way it is claimed the entire 
system of the subject becomes thor- 
oughly {noculated with the serum. 

Medical officers who have followed 
this process in the British army 
clare that it will work as great mar- 
vels in regard to typhoid fever as the 
present treatment does in stamping 
out smallpox and other diseases. 

In a few days now the volunteers in 
the battle for health will be given 
their first treatment at’ the post and 
the results will be watched with keen 
interest.

The Verdict, However, States 
That the Jury Is Unable 
State That Poison Was Given 
With Felonious Intent--Nurse 
Describes Death. 


Kansas City, Mo., February 9.—Colo- 
nel Thomas W. Swope came to his 
death by reason of strychnine adminis- 
tered in a capsule by Dr. B. C. Hyde, 
husband of the millionaire’s niece, ac- 
cording to the verdict of the coroner s 
jury in Independence today. 

Whet@er the drug was administered 
with felonious intent, the jury said in 
its verdict, it was unable to determine. 

The jury was out but little more 
than an hour. The greater part of this 
time was devoted to discussion. But 
one ballot was necessary to agree On 4 


verdict.

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COTTON RECOVERED 
LOSS OF DAY BEFORE 


Market Closed Firm at_a Net 
Gain of Seventeen to Thir- 
ty-Two Points. 


New York, February 9.—The cotton 
market recovered all of yesterday's 
loss during today’s trading on a re- 
newal of bull support, bullish trade 
advices and covering. The close was 
within a point or two of the best 
prices for the day and firm at a net 


gain of 17@32 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 6@15 points, a better response 
to unexpected strength in Liverpool 
being prevented by overnight seliing 
to 14.98. and on the near approach of 
yesterday’s sharp break. There. was 
some irregularity right after the open- 
ing, but it was seen that offerings 
were being absorbed very readily by 
a broadening outside demand, coming 
largely from Liverpool and southern 
sources, and as soon as the overnight 
orders had been executed the market 
advanced to a net gain of about 16@23 
points. This carried May contracts up 
to 14.98 and onthe near approach of 
the l5-cent level realizing became 
heavier. Prices eased off in conse- 
quence, but lost only 7 or 8 points, 
while in the late trading there was @ 
renewal of bull support and covering 
which carried prices to the best point 
of the day, with May selling at 15.06, 
or 31 points net higher, and within a 
oint of the high prices reached 
Monday. The advance had the encour- 
agement of very bullish advices from 
the south regarding the spot situation, 
private wires stating that two or three 
of the leading spot firms were picking 
up all the supplies available to the 
basis of 15@15% in Georgla and Aia- 
banrag Reports were also received 
from the southwest complaining of 
the continued lack of adequate rainfall 
and spot sales of 12,000 bales in Liver- 
poo: tended te confirm the private 
cables reporting a good trade demand 
in Manchester.

Trading on 
the first call was active, brokers be- 
ine required to fill a great accumula- 
tion overnight of selling orders from 
frightened longs in the country. Ring 
traders thought the decline too rapid 
and placed large scalping purchases 
ac the bottom, with the result that in 
the half-hour of trading following the 
opening, prices recovered 7 to 8 points 
on the more active months.

STOCKS START UPWARD; 
DEPRESSION AT AN END 


Check. Is Called on the _ Bear 
Party by Controlling Fi- 


nanciers in Market. 


New York, February 9.—When prices 
of stocks started upward this morning 
from 2 to over 8 points for the ma- 
jority of the active speculative issues, 
it was received as a reversal of policy 
on the part of the great controlling 
financial powers, rather than as re- 
flecting any sudden change in the con- 
dition of affairs. it served notice, at 


the same time, that the operations of 
the bear party in the speculation 
would not be allowed to go on unop- 
posed. Suspension of efforts to sup- 
port the market has been its marked 
pcharacteristic throughout the severest 
portion of the recent depression. The 
effect of this withdrawal of support 
has been a potent factor in creating a 
spirit of uneasiness regarding the mar- 
ket situation. It has caused the im- 
pression that inside interests in the 
great corporations and the financial in- 
stitutions were acutely apprehensive of 
their own future, on account of the 
rigor of the laws, both those in force 
and those in contemplation. Whatever 
may be the real sentiments of the 
ruling financial powers on this sub- 
ject, there has grown up a spirit of 
criticism of the policy of leaving the 
securities market open to factors of 
depression without attempts to contest 
them. The suspicion that this policy 
was prompted partly by the fact that 
distribution had been effected by large 
accumulations of stocks held by the 
important financial powers, leaving it 
to their advantage to have prices re- 
cede, and thus afford opportunity for 
repurchases at an advantage, has add- 
ed force to the criticism. There were 
reports today of this criticism, having 
taken the form of open and sharp re- 
proof from a section of the banking 
world, representing the great com- 
mercial] and mercantile interests of the 
country in distinction from the financial 
realizations of the majority of the 
Wall street banks. This reproof was 
said to have pointed to the pose of 
alarm adopted by some of the financial 
authorities, as injurious to the com- 
mercial situation, and as having a re- 
pressive effect on business activity. 

Whatever the inspiration, the stock 
market gave clear evidence from the 
outset today that the downward drift 
of prices was to be no longer unop- 
posed. The late drive at the market 
yesterday had to be made at the re- 
bound. The effect of the recovery on 
sentiment was obvious. More cheerful 
views were expressed of business, in- 
dustrial and political prospects. The 
easing course of foreign money mar- 
kets was taken on account of and its 
stimulation of some demand for Amer- 
ican securities. This demand was re- 
ported to be more in evidence for bonds 
than for stocks, although there were 
considerable purchases of stocks in 
New York for London and European 
acount. The foreign exchange market 
revealed the presence of a supply of 
exchange on this account, although the 
merchandise movement still makes ex- 
change against this market. 

The December earnings of the 
York Central lines gave material

FOLLOWED BY DECLINE 


Wheat, Corn and Oats Closed 
at a Decline --- Provisions 
Also Closed Lower. 


Chicago, February 9.—Grains fell off 
today after a slight early rally and 
closed weak in all the pits. Provisions 
also had a downward tendency, closing 
unchanged trom yesterday's final fig- 


ures. 

Poor demand for cash wheat was the 
controlling factor in the pit, which

TAIL OF THE COMET 
MAY ENVELOP EARTH 


Professor Booth Says All Ani- 
mal Life May Be De- 
stroyed. 


Berkeley, Cal., February 9.—Profes- 
sor Edwin Booth, of the department of 
chemistry at the University of Cali- 
fornia, said last night that if astron- 
omers are correct in their estimate of 
the amount of cyanogen gas in the tail 
of Halley's comet, there may be a 
chance of the extermination of all ani- 
mal life on this earth. Some astron- 
omers predict that the comet's tail 
will envelop the earth for a short 
time. 

Ann Arbor, Mich., February 9.—Pro- 
fessor W. J. Hussey, astronomer for 
the University of Michigan, today ridi- 
culed the idea that any danger to life 
might result when the earth passes 
through the tail of Halley’s comet. 

“All comets are of the same chemical 
nature,” said Professor Hussey. “The 
earth has passed through comets be- 
fore, and no bad -effects have been 
felt. The comet is 14,000,000 miles 
away, and the gas from it will not be 
sufficient to produce any noticeable 
effect. It will be like adding oe mole- 
cule of gas to a large room. There can- 
not be any possible danger even to an 
insect. You will find fifty times more 
of the same gas in any chemical 
laboratory.” 


STRIKE ON 18 RAILROADS 
VOTED BY D BY SWITCHMEN 


_ Ninet Ninety-One of of the Mem- 
ere Opposed to 
the Strike. 


Chicago, February 9.—By a reported 
vote of 3,007 to 91, switchmen, mem- 
bers of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen of eighteen Chicago rall- 
roads, decided in favor of a strike. 
The vote was announced today by F. 
A. Whitney, vice president of the 
Switchmen’s Union. 

At a recent conference between rep- 
resentatives of the union and general 
managers of the railroads, an Increase 
in wages was refused. The railroads 
made certain concessions in the work- 
ing rules and offered to submit the 
wage question to arbitration under the 
Erdman law. The gwitchmen say they 


do not wish arbitration, buf it is gen- 
erally believed by the railroads that 
the question will be settled by that 
method and there will be no strike. 


NO STRIKE IS COMING 
ON MEXICAN RAILWAYS 


Peace Pact Is Signed by the 
Employees and eg 
oads. 


Mexico, City, February 9.—All dif- 
ferences between the conductors and 
engineers in the employ of the Nation- 
al Railways of Mexico and the man- 
agement were settled this afternoon, 
the peace pact being signed at 2:30 
o'clock. Both the railway officials 
‘and the employeeg state that they are

So Advises Commission- 
er Smith in His Report. 


Smith Says Great Sane 
Industries Can Be Brought 
Under Federal Supervision by 
Regular Reports to a Federal 


Agency. 


Washington, February 9.—Great in- 
terstate industries can be brought un- 
der a permanent federal supervision 
through a system of regular reports 
to a federacy agency in a rational, ef- 
fective way, which will involve no 
drastic action, but, on the contrary, 


will forestall it. 

Such is the conclusion drawn in the 
annual report of Herbert Knox Smith, 

ommissioner of corporations, to the 
secretary of commerce and Jabor, which 
was made public today. 

Coming closely upon the heels of the 
administration’s federal incorporation 
bill, which has been presented to both 
houses, Commissioner Smith's recom- 
mendations are of unusual interest. 

He Favors Publicity. 


“Publicity will improve the standing 
of our corporate securities, both at 
home and abroad,” Mr. Smith declares, 
and will help to give to our business 
machinery that foundation of fairness 
and openness and public confidence 
which it must have if it is to be a 
permanent factor in our national ad- 
vance. 

“Tt will bring together the govern- 
ment and the corporate manager in the 
conference and cooperation, which 
alone can serve to adjust continuous- 
ly the complex and changing relation- 
ship between our business forces and 
the public welfare.” 

Mr. Smith contends that already un- 
der public condemnation, made possi- 
ble by facts plainly stated, great cor- 
porate abuses have been abandoned. 

Many Evils Corrected. 

He asserts that a gigantic system 
of railroad rate discriminations has 
been wiped away and numerous forms 
of commercial oppression diminished. 
Corporate managers themselves, de- 
clares Mr. Smith, are frankly advocat- 
ing a more open accounting 

“The issue is national,’’ the report 
continues. “Action by the federal gov- 
ernment is imperative under its un- 
questioned power and duty to regulate 
interstate commerce. One of the pri- 
mary motives for the creation of the 
federal government was for a national 
control of national business. Those 
directing the great corporations have 
deliberately nationalized them in size 
and scope; they cannot be heard now 
to object to a centralized contro!] which 
they themselves have made necessary.” 


$10,000,000 CAPITAL 
FOR COTTON CONCERN 


Hammond and Sully Plan 
Organization of a Se- 


curities Company. 


Washington, February §,—John 
Hays Hammond and Daniel J. Sully, as- 
sociated with several men prominent 
in the cotton business in the south, are 
planning the organization of a cotton 
securities corporation, which probably 
will have a capitalization of $10,000,- 
000 

As now planned, the scope of the 
new organization will be very broad, 
for in addition to being a holding cor- 
poration, it will also become an oper- 
ating company, and will go in for the 
introduction of improved cotton gins 
and other machinery which is expect- 
ed to have a decided effect upon the 
production of cotton manufacturers. 
Existing cotton companies, say the 
promoters, would not. be affected ad- 
versely by the new corporation; in 
fact, it is probable that it will have 
relations with many of them.
